The carrot originated about 5,000 years ago in Middle Asia around Afghanistan.

In Roman times, carrots were purple or white.

Choose carrots which are a dark orange in color.  
More beta-carotene is present in carrots  

which have a dark orange color. 

Over half of the carrots 
grown in the United States 
are grown in California.  
Carrots are available  
all year long. 

Raw carrots make a  
perfect snack. They can also be 

cooked (steamed or microwaved).  
Add carrots to salads, soups and 

stews, or shred and bake them  
into cakes or breads. 

The variety of carrots usually 
found in supermarkets is 7 to 9 
inches long and ¾ to 1½ inches 
in diameter. Baby carrots were 
once longer carrots that have been 
peeled, trimmed and packaged. 
There are many other varieties of 
carrots with colors including  
white, yellow, red and purple.
